"We have 
carried civil aeivice," he said, with B 
twinkle in his eye, when asked what he 
thought of the result. 


Chairman Peabody, of the democratic 


campaign committee said: "Instead of 
oomihg • to Mr. Wenter's support, I 
think the foreign born citizens want it 
understood that they are Americans 
and for. that reason they rather re- 
sented the claims set up as to their 
prejudices." 


Mayor-elect Swift said: 
"It is a 


source of great satisfaction to know 
that the people of Chicago have out- 
grown & campaign of villification 
and 


appeals to race prejudice." 


Unusual interest was taken in the 


results in ,the ward contests, which 
wore such a picturesque feature of the 
campaign. Martin Madden, republi- 
can, the vice-president of the Western 
Stone company, defeated 
Attorney 


Frank Walker, democrat, for alder- 
manic honors in the 
silk stocking 


Fourth ward. 


Noble B. Judah, republican, is an- 


other notable winner tor a seat in the 
city council. 
"Hinky Dink" Kenna 


went down with the other democrats, 
his successful opponent being Patrick 
Gleaaon, republican. "Buck" McCarthy, 
republican, won in a Stockyards dis- 
trict—the greatest surprise of the elec- 
tion. About the only non-republican 
who squeezed in waa Frank Lawler, in- 
dependent, who, owing to a quarrel 
between republican factions, captured a 
seat as an alderman, by an exceedingly 
narrow margin. 


Mayor-elect Swift, republican, has 


decided to appoint 0. D. Wetherell as 
city comptroller. Mr. Wetherell has 
held this position on one or two former 
ocoasons, notably the democratic ad- 
ministration of Mayor Harrison, and 
administered the office with success. 


Col., April 3.—The repub- 


licans made a clean sweep in the Den 
ver city election, every man on their 
ticket being elected by a majority of 
5,000 to 6,000.

oeen received in this city from Q C. 
Wharton, an Indianapolis man, who is 
a member of the National guards, doing 
guard duty over ex Queen Liloukalini, 
at Honolulu: Wharton, among other 
things, says: "The ex queen is a 
prisoner up stairs over our barracks 
and we are always on guard over her. 
She is allowed a woman to attend her 
all the time, and as the natives are all 
musicians, they all seem to enjoy them 
selves up stairs. The time is mostly 
passed in singing and dancing. This 
is the way the ex-queen is expected to 
pass the next five years, which is her 
time of sentence." Whaiton says the

poor 


place for capital seeking investment 
as the opinion is general that another 
rebellion may break out any time. In 
this event, Wharton says, the Japanese 
will take n hand. The Japanese, the 
latter continues, are by far the more 
numerous there and are getting very 
bold over their victory over the Chi- 
nese. The Hawaiian government could 
not hold out against any other govern- 
ment twenty-four hours. As long as 
they have no one to contend with but 
the natives, however, they are not 
afraid. The letter was written and 
mailed on March 17 and came over on 
the Australia, the last steamer. 


Mo, April 3.—Gov- 


ernor Stone todajr issued a call for a 
special session of the state legislature, 
to meet on April 23d. In his call the 
governor says- 


"For a number of years tho state has 


been disgraced by an organized and 
salaried lobby, maintained by special 
interests at the capital during the ses- 
sions of the general assembly for the 
purposeof influencing legislative action. 
Encouraged by a seeming lack of public 
ar-ntiment at their presence, and em- 
boldened by repeated success, these lob- 
byists have from year to year increased 
in numbers, influecie and audacity, 
until they have become an almost dom- 
inating force in legislation. 
So confi- 


dent have they grown in their strength 
and so potent in influence that they 
now ply their vocation almost with- 
out J disguise in defiance of 
public 


authority and in utt</r contempt of 
public opinion. It has come to pass 
that almost every important measure 
of legislation must undergo the scru- 
tiny of the lobby before its fate i'an 
be determined. 
What it approves is 


not without hope, but what it con- 
demns IB lost. 
Perhaps tho most 


conspicuous illustration of thia dis- 
graceful domination is to be found in 
the treatment accorded the BO called 
'fellow servants'' bill. I do not now 
discuss the merits of the measure—1 
refer only to the means adopted to 
suppress and defeat it. 
A number of 


senators and representatives, as well as 
many good citizens, who hive felt 
apalled at the overshadowing influence 
and humiliated at the triumph of the 
lobby, have pressed upon me the im- 
portance of reconvening the general 
assembly to the end that the issue may 
be fairly presented and an open teat 
made as to whether a just legis- 
lative measure 
of 
this 
character 


can be enacted into a law in spite 
of 
the 
contaminating 
influences 


of those who openly boast their ability 
10 direct the current of legislation. 
These are strong woids, I know, and I 
write them with the greatest regret. 
But, it is clear to me that the time for 
mild protest is past. We are confronted 
by the question whether the people or 
the lobby ehall rule in Missouri. The 
public safety and the honor of the state 
are at slake. Every aenator, rnenVber, 
public official and citizen familiar with 
the truth knows that these words are 
justified by the situation at Jefferson 
City." 


The governor then mentions the 


necessity of passing new laws governing 
elections. On this subject, he says: 
"Generally, throughout thia state, I am 
confident elections are characterized 
by the highest integrity, but unfortu- 
nately this is not true in all the large 
cities. It is known that gross frauds 
have been committed in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 
The inducement and 


opportunity for corrupt practices in 
large, populous 
municipalities 
are 


great, and experience proves that dis- 
honest men of all parties have not 
been alow to debsmch the elective fran- 
chise. Not a few consummated and 
daataidly outrages have been perpe- 
trated."

we paying them 25c per day during the 
time they had them in their charge. :

have heard of several that would hav 
been given us had we had room to tak 
them; charitable persons having don 
the work that we want to do and wouli 
have done had we been able to receiv 
them. 


It is my opinion that with a proper! 


equipped home there will by from fift 
to seventy five children put into ou 
charge each year for the next thre 
years, and that after that the numbe 
will gradually increase. 


As with all other organizations of th 


sort the first year or two can be nothin 
else than an experiment, and we 
will probably differ to some extent a 
to the scope of the home and the mai 
nor of doing its work.
